ZONING DOCKET 023/17 – Request by 520 FRENCHMEN STREET, LLC AND 

THE 524 SHOP, LLC for conditional uses to permit a bar over 5,000 square feet in 

floor area in an HMC-1 Historic Marigny/Tremé/Bywater Commercial District and 

an AC-1 Arts and Culture Diversity Overlay District, on Square 5, Lot 21, in the 

Third Municipal District, bounded by Frenchmen Street, Chartres Street, Decatur 

Street, and Esplanade Avenue. The municipal address is 520 FRENCHMEN 

STREET. (PD 7) 

 

ZONING DOCKET 024/17 – Request by WHITE III, LLC, ARTIST DESIGN
